Our third objection to a proclamation of eman-
cipation is that it would be contrary to the usages
of civilized warfare. It is plainly a proposition
tJ incite domestic insurrection for the massacre of
millions ol people, a portion of them fuppted to
be loyal, and one hill of them defenceless women
and children. We do not quote here the censures
heaped upon the Kuropeans who, in former days,
moved the Indians to atrocious deeds; but let us
turn to other case. Said John Quincy Adams
in his correspondence relating to British Admiral
Cochrane's proclamation referring to slaves in the
war of lPJ: "It is not conformable to the es-

tablished usagesof war among civilized nations;"
again: "The principle is that the emancipation of
enemy's slaves is not among the acts of legiti-
mate war;" once more: "The right of putting to
death all prisoners in cold b!ooi, and without
special cause, might s well be pretended to tea
law of war, or the rifrht to ue joisoned weapons,
or to assassinate."

John Quincy Adam was --jight. N apoleon
refused to arm the Russian I'eris against their
masters, though they w ere of the? name race and
color, even when they came in thousatds offering
their services. Revolutionists have resorte! to
such wartare, but it would not be tolerated by the
civilized nations of this age.

Hut suppose such a proclamation would ac-

complish even so much; by what authority can it
be done? We are contending for the Constitu-
tion as it is, anl under the Constitution. If not,
we must be in violation of it, anl without sanc-
tion of law, in which case Jeff. Davis's Govern-
ment is just a legitimate as ours, and the rebel
States are the United States as much as the
Northern States.

In subduing rebellion of which this is the
most infamous the world ever saw we can go as
far as the Constitution allows, aud there we must

We know it is becoming common in this
day for persons to say, "We will exercise certain
powers, Constitution or no Contitution,"but that
that is the doctrine of revolutionists of the
Robespierres and Murats, who in ninety days of
administration would plunge this people into all
the horrors of the French revolution, when no
man's life would be 6afe and all property would
be worthless.

Mr. Lincoln is not of this class, he and his
Cabinet and the Congre derive their powers
from the Constitution, and to that they must ad-

here or ru;n comes to all. By that instrument
Abraham Lincoln is President at Washington;
beyond and without it he is simply A.Lincoln, of
Illinois, and has uo more rights or powers than
has Sam Jones of eabrook. If that Constitu-
tion gives him the power to emancipate blares
within the States, and asa-ns- t the will of the
loyal people thereof fur the loyal people are the
State then be can do it; if not, then the States
or the people have retained that right to them-
selves, and he has no more power to deal with
the matter thin we have with the epecie in the
vaults of the New York banks. Before he pro-

ceeds unless he can ee his authority, which we
fail to let him ask the States, cr if the crisis is
so great as not to admit of delay, kt him At least
do as much as did Louis Napoleon, whea he
would prolong his term of office, appeal to the
people. Let him hear what the border States
will mv what the great Northwest will say
what every State wet ot the Hudson riTer will
say; aye, and what New England even will say.

But we have the right in the war power, they
tell os. War power! War power! Wbatisthat?
Will somebody please define it? Dea anybody
pretend to say that because the nation may be
engaged in war therefore the President is endow-
ed with absolute authority? that he may say the
public good and the national welfare demand this
or that, and go and do it, of his own will! Why,
the Autocrat of Russia has no more power, and
Nero in his bloodiest daya never dared exercise
so mnch. Why, what doe this power this war
power enable the Government to do? to tike
your property and mine, wbea we are loyal citi
zens? If not. then it can not Uke the property
of any Southern man who miy be a loyal citizen.
Will "it justify the instigation of the servant
about vour house or mine to burn the house over
our heads and our infant children and defenseless
women in them? Then it will not admit of such
crimes in Yirgir.u and Tcnnefee. How strange

that people bould ever be so carried away a to
believe that we bxrt endowed any one or any
number of men, when we may be unarmed and
peaceful, wbhing well to our country, to aeize
our pToperty, or papers, or persons, and to end
us to the dungeon or the block, without aor pro-
cess of law! This ia what is claimed by the ad-

vocates of emancipation uoder the war power.
But this is beer nonsense; and it is nothing but
the madness of the hour that begets or tolerates
uch an idea. We suppose that this war power

would have existed just the ame if Mr. Breck-
inridge had been elected,' as it does under Mr.
Lincoln.

Let us see. Suppose John C. Breckinridge had
become Prestdeut ia 1?G1, and ia the excited
state of feeling in Massachusetts there bad been
rioU and resistance of law. We will suppose
that public meetings were held, aud the Const!
tution burned, and the Union denounced, and the
Presideutthreateued; and iu the midst of the ex
citement a fugitive was seized ia the citv of Bos
ton, the court house put in chains, the people
came rushinsr in with arms from Lynn and W or
cester, and blood vai shed. ilr. Breckinridge
first sends troops to Boston; Wendell Phillips
and Garrison are sent to Fort War reu; the Libe-
rator suppressed, and other papers of anti slavery
sentiments refused the rights of the mail. It
goes ou actually to civil war, and the State of
Massachusetts is put under marital law. It is
declared and believed that this trouble comes
from the Abolition sentimeut of the North, and
it is necessary to the peace of the country that
such pen ü ments nhould be trubed out "the ab-
olition of power" "the Puritan oligarchy " must
be exterminated. Suppose that Mr. Breckinridge
came forward with a proclamation affirming that
the Government could not exist half blave and
half free, that uniformity of sentiment and con-
stitutions were essential, and that consequently,
ana by the power vested iu him as Comounder-i- n

Chief, slavery should be extended over all the
Skates, and all negroes found in Massachusetts
after a certain date, without au owner or master,
should be sold at public auction. Does the per-
son live that would claim this to be right? And
why not? Is not the war power as good ou one
side as on the other? Does the accident of
an election change the nature of the case? lias
not the Government just as much pow er to e.-t-ab

lish as to abolish slavery? to make Ohio uniform
with Kentucky a Kentucky with Ohio? Now
who does net see that the tact of this assumed
war power would be lor each President, if the oc-

casion presented aud he could make the occa-
sion if it did not come otherwise to abolish or
establish slavery at will; and the institutions of
the country woui l change with each change of
the Administration, civil war being the conse-juenc- e

of such election. How luig would or
should such a Government endure?

If we were called upon for our opiniou of the
results to be expected froni a proclamation of
emancipation, we would pive it (provided the
slaves claimed rights ami liberties under it) as
follows: 1st, the destruction of all the hopes of
the black race; '2d, the destruction of all the
hopes ot the white race under this Government;
3d, the dostructum of all the hopes of the world
from our experiment of republican government.
The hope of the. black is in gradual elevation
through his master and by the aid of the w hites
immediately surrounding him: but if he grew
indolent and committed outrages under a procla
matiou of freedom, it would be followed by
death. The negroes would be murdered in
thousands and hundreds of thousand. In the
loyal portion of the country we should see every
(lave State leaving us, and that would complete
the dissolution of the Union; and in the free
States would ppriug up a party hostile to the
Government. That party would first carry the
election against the Administration in the North-
west, and then carry the States to Jeff.Davis. In
all sections of the land would be anarchy and
confusion, and out of the ruins of the republic
would spring military despotisms that would w ar
upon each other and drag us through the hells
that the European nations have traveled through
in the three centuries past. This is the picture
as it presents itself to u; if others see it in bright
and charming colors, it is only because men are
differently constituted. And meu hhould have
the right to think as they please, and to act as
they please within the Constitution and laws.
If emancipation is declared we shall 1e glad to
find ourselves mistaken, otherwise it were better
that this generation of men had never been born.
